All But One of the Orew Reach
Philadelphia in Safety.

REPUSED 70 LEAVE THE VESSEL,

In Decliaing to sk HImselr in the
Crawded Lifobont Seamnn Castollano
Slgned Mis Own Death Wartant—A
Doy nod Nlght of Thellline Ksonpos,

Phlladelphia, 0ol 27 —Wihile the nortif
sodt hurricane on the middle Atlantle
ot s abmted In Tary, shirp squalls
e stlll blowing around the Delaware
capis and enormous Uides are roported
uil miong the hay wod river, The list of
maritime casualtles grows JArger As
further dotnlis of the gale's havoo ars
recvived. The Itallan bark Francesco
K., whioch salled from this port Oot, 18
for Oportu, went to ploces at Fourteen
Fool bank, elighty milen below the city.
The yyssel's miaster, Captaln Callvano,
untd eleven of the drew of twalve men
renchind this elty Iast night after o duy
and night of theilling esoupes from
dumth, Mie twelfth man of the orew,
Muarion Chstellano, sesmun, refused to
Tonve the veasel, and In all probability
18 lost,

Owing o Hght winds (he Franoesco,
under Pllol Bennetl, anchored ahout a
weel agn a short distance off Fourieen
Foot bank. All went well untll Bunday,
when the storm brole aboutl her, In-
aredning In fury untll about 10 o'clock
at night, The sea wis runnlng high
und the witd had almost reachod Hurel-
cane sirength. The waves broke over
the declk and shook her from stem to
siern. Holh anchors were out, and as
each son broke they tightenod and
tugged, Near midnight one of the
chalne broke away, and the vesiel
swung armund and waa pitehed and
tostad aboul, Soon after the second
ahain want overboard, and then the
Dk diriflod for 4 short time, when she
struck heavily on the ahoals two miles
off Fourteen Foot bankt. As each suc-
cedding wave wiaphed olenn over her
he woas fast going to pléices; and her
giirgo of case awnd barrel oll was wash-
od overboard. The dunger of the posi-
tion waon fully resilzed. but It was de-
cided to stand by the ship until day-
light,

When morning broke the wind had
not decroaped, and it seemed only «
question of an hour or so before the
veanel would broak to pleces. During
the night her masie went by the board,
and when It was time to loavs her
there wis scuarcely any of her cargo
mboard, There were but two lifebonts,
In an attempt to launch one of these
1t whas lost.  The other was gl that was
left to oprry the thirteen souls aboard
to an unoértaln fate. Casienallo, at the
last moment, refused to go, saying all
would be ldwt. Nothing remalned but
to leave him, and In the mmall boat the
thirtesn mariners put off, After a pull
of over seven miles the Deluware shors
was sighted, nnd soon after tha wel
and exhausted survivors landed on the
heach. They were from daylight un-
til nearly % o'clock coming from the Il
fated vessel 1o land.

Al Cape Moy yesterday Charles Lo-
per and a mate, a Swede, started to
crogf the meadow In the high tide and
were thrown from thelr yawl, which
capizged. They swam to & knoll and
there signated their danger, while the
tide gradually rose around them, They
werd eventually rescusd In a batteau
by George Hoseman, who went out ét
the peril of his life,
